In this way the hill side may he given as 
deep Boil and with as much fertility as the best lowland, with the 
advantage over the latter that it is BOt likely tO he oveill .wed with 
water which remains stagnant. 

I In many upland hillsidee, springs will he struck in progress of 
nnderilraining, or their may be springs that appear even now on the 
surface. These springs ought always to he tapped. Wherever there 
iaawet placein the hillside a little digging will probably tiud the 
spring that originate! it. Hole or round tile should always be used 

in hillside draining Where horseshoe tile are used the edge ol the 
lile are liable to be uoderuiinded by washing away the soil between 
them, and in this way th» drain is soon spoiled. With s^le or round 
tile there is no such Iriction on the soil beneath it. 

Many hillsides are too roofcf for prolitable draining, and especial- 
ly those that are very springy. But on almost all ol them it is pos- 
sible to make short underdraine from wet places to the lower grounds, 
wIm t - in rockv soil it can often find li* tres in the rocks through 
Which it may pass to the vales below.

Honey to Sell at Home. 

Many farmers who keep but a small number of colonies of bees, 
tell all their honey at home at profitable prices, says an exchange. 
A farmer's neighhois in the village may not always know what he 

when he starts in to supply some new product. The best way to ad- 
vertise honey is to gve samples to those whose patronage the pro- 
ducei ioay deaire. The way to advertise is to secure small sections, 
those that will hold a half pound, or even lees, il one doea not feel 
that he can afford to give pound or hall-bound samples away. Get 
enough such sections to answer the need rl samples and place them 
on the hives at the opening ol the ho iey-gathering season. When 
they are filled, label them, and distribute them. Following such 
samples within a week, the farmer will find purchasers, providing 
the rumples Were of fine quality. This simple system of advertising 
is largely carried on by merchants in the villages, towns and cities, 
and it is considered a highly successiul system When once a 
customer has taken honey Irom the farmer he is likely to become a 
gnlar customer. The farmers In soni" sections take their honey to 
grocery stores in the villages and . ties and leave it on sale, periodi- 
allv collecting from the gro-ery-in. n (or all that is sold, and allowi- 
ng the store men a commission on the sales In many sections ol 
s'ew York and Pennsylvania both these methods are pronounced 
cononiii-a! and successful.

Value of Tillage. 

The experiment* of the Cornell Station gi to show very clearly 
that tillage is fully as important a factor in growing successful crops 
as even soil f rtility. For several years the Station has been making 
careful experiments in tillage and soil fertility. Potatoes 
grown on a soil containiu* less fertility than the average so'l, yet by 
means ol ca oful tillage, ami without the use of any commercial fer- 
tilizer or manure of any kind, crops have been grown which are far 
above the average ol the State. The crop raised this year is the fifth 
one removed from the soil since fertiliz >is of any kind were applied ; 
yet it ia a very satisfactory one. The time for listing in a crop and 
cultivating it ones has gine by. 



LAMBS FOR MUTTON.

PROBABLY lbs fattest lambs sent to market are those obtained 
from a c oas of Merino with Hjuthdown, aaya Indiana Farmei 
Tier are ah int aa plump and .heavy for their aim as any bred, 
althouxh they are not the largest. They are generally desired by 
good butchers, and very often they will command fancy prices. 
Their Southdown lineaga will be apparent in their black faces and 
legs, and most butchers believe yet, and with gx>d reaaon, that the 
"Southdown Is the finest sheep In the world." 

But the M .rino contributes many noteworthy qualities The 
lambs get their fatness and tenderness from the Merino, and this 
greatly helps the lambs in the markets. Altogether the cross pro- 
duces about as satisfactory results for the general breeder of lambs 
for mutton as any. 

The lambs when two weeks old should be taught to eat a little 
dry food, and this can best bo given to them with the band. S 
times a tempting diah can be made for the lambs— a mixture of 
clean oats, corn and linseed meal In equal parts, ground up finely, 
and then salted and sweetened with a little sugar. The taste of the 
latter tempts the lambs The ewea should also be fed freely and 
with good nourishing food to keep up the flow o' milk, for it ia 
advisable for the lambs to have plenty of the mother's milk. 

In a abort time the lambs will take their dry feed from a box or 
pan, ami then feeding them will be greatly simplified. Ordinarily it 
ia not necessary to get them to take dry food, but where It ia deair- 
able to lorce their growth and make them lay on fat rapidly this 
method will be found very satisfactory. The lambs that grow vigor- 
ously from the first are the ones that pay in the end, and it would 
prove a bad plan tC< adopt this method, even though one has no 
I of forcing the 'anibs for an early market

About Legumes. 

Clovers, cow peas, in fact all legumes, serve admirably to balance 
un lodder as a dairy feed. The clover, etc , possesses the nitrogen- 
us compounds which the stover lacks. The manure resulting trom 
feed composed in part of nitrogjn-composed plants in much more 
valuable in keeping up the fertility of the soil, Then too, the 
litrogenoui plants do not drain the toil to the extent that plants not 
legumes do, as the former draw their entire aupply ot nitrogjn from 
the air. 

The Breeding Season. 

n a small firm, 80 or 100 acres, ought to market a big bunch 
of fat hogs twice a year. April pigs will bring good prices in Decem- 
or the first of the year. The breeding should be so conducted as 
bring pigs in February and May. Of course in February the 
weather is pretty c .Id and damp, but if the sows have comfortable 
quarters, such as may be easily and cheaply constructed, thev are 
not likelv to lose any of the litter. It takes attention then, though. 

A Preventative. 

One of the best preventatives of all kinds cf diseases lo which 
dumb animals are prone, is pure water. The stagnant pond is not 
pure water by any means. That green slime is laden with billious 
of disease germs of every kind. Pure water comes only from pure 
sources quitigs and deep wells. Cisterns, if kept well cleaned, are 
not so bad, but are not b o good as sprirg<. 

Top Dressing. 

Top dressing of sod la fall or winter, for late spring plowing, is 
the cheapest and most satisfactory way of manuring for corn on mon 
farms. Where the supply of manure is very large, it may be good 
practice to plow under an application freshly made to the ground, 
' but it ia po >r practice for those whose supply of manure is small.

and tifty-four of the rank and file, and 
perhaps a dozxu women left Portsmouth 
on August 15, all packed tig <t un the 
Sarah Hands. 

Her crew, with the exception o( the 
engineers and firemen, Deemed to have 
been foreigners aud piei-head jumperp, 
picked up at the list minute. Tbey 
were bad, lazy and insubordinate. 

The accommodation for the troops was 
generously described as "inferio-," and 
what men called inferior in '57 would 
now be called vile. Hot, in spite of the 



need, was there any great, hurry about 
the Sarah Sands. She was two locg 
months reaching Cape Town, and she 
stayed there Ave days to coal, leaving 
October 20th. By this time the cn 
were all but openly mutinous, and the 
troops, who must have learned a little of 
seamanship, worked her out of harbor. 

On November "eh, nearly three weeks 
later, a squall struck her and carri.d 
away her foremast, and it ia to be pre- 
sumed that the troops turned to and 
cleared away the wreckage. On Novt m- 

the afternoon of November 11th— three 
montliB out from Portsmouth— a party of 
soldiers working in the bold, saw smoke 
coming up (rom the after hatch. 

They were then, ma>l>', within a 
thousand miles of Mauritas, in half a 
and a sea full of sharks. Captain 
Castle, the skipper, promptly lowered 
and provisioned tbe boats; with some 
difficulty got them overside and put the 
sn into them. Some of the sailors, 
th • bad kind— the engineers and firemen 
and a few others behaved well— jumped 
the long boat aud kept away from 
the ship. Tbey knew she carried two 
magazines full of cartridges. 
Tbe troops, on the other hand, did not 
take any uss, but under their officers' 
orders, cleared out the starboard or right 
mi magi zine. while volunteers tried 
save the regimental colors. These 
stood at the end of the saloon, probably 
clamped against a partition behind the 
captain's chair, and the saloon was full 
f smoke. Two lieutenants made a dash 
for them and were nearly suffocated; a 
shin's quartermaster, Richard Richmond 
was bis name, put a wet cloth over hia 
face, managed to tear down the colore, 
and then fainted. A private, and bis 
name was W. Wiles, dragged out both 
Richmond and the colors, and the two 
men dropped senseless on deck, while 



the troops cheered. That, at least was a 

good omen. 

The saloon must have been one of the 
narrow, cabin lined old fashioned "cud- 
dlea" placed above the screw and all the 
lire was in the stern of the ship, behind 
Die engine room, ft was blsting very 
Hose to the port or left hand magazine, 
ami aa an explosion there would have 
blown the Saiah Sands in two they call- 
ed for more volunteers, and one of the 
two lieut-naiila who had been choked in 
the saloon went down first and passed 
up a barrel o( ammunition, which was 
joyfully hove overboard. After this ex- 
mple work went on with regularity. 
They pulled up the fainting men with 
ropes, while those who did not faint 

ibed what they could git at h 
smother, and an i Hi ml and sersns 
quartermaster sergeant stood on 
hatch as he jotted down the number ol 
hanela in bis note book. Tbey pulled 
out all except two which slid from the 
arms of a fainting man— there was 
great deal of fainting that afternoon- 
and rolled out of reach. Besides the* 
were s couple of barrels of signalling 
powder for the ship's use; but this the 
troops did not know, and were the more 
comfortable for their ignorance. 

Then the flames broke through the 
afterdeck, the light attracting shoals of 
sharks and the mizz-nmsst flared up and 
went overside with a crash This would 
have veered the stern of the ship head 
to wind, in which case the flames must 
have swept forward, but a man with a 
hatchet ran along the bulwarks and cut 
the wreck clear, while the boats surged 
and rocked at a safe distance, and the 
tried to upset them with their 
tails. 

A captain of the 54th he was a jovial 
soul and made jukes throughout the war 
— headed a party of men to cut a way the 
bridge, the deck cabina, and everything 
else that was inHimmable— this in case 
flames sweeping forward again— 
while a provident lieutenant with some 
troops laaht-d spars and tilings to- 
gether for a raft, and other gangs pump- 
ed desperately on to wlmt was left ol the 
saloons and the magnzines.

But— this isn't in any 
official record— Just after the roar ot it, 
when the stern was dipping and all be- 
lieved tho Sarah Sand* waa setting for 
her last lurch, some merry jester of the 
Mil cried : "Lights out" and the jovial 
captain shouted back, "All right, we'll 
keep tbe old woman afloat yet." 

Not one man ol the troops made any 
attempt to get on the raits ; and when 
they found the abip was still floating, 
they went to work double tides At this 
point in the story we come across Mr. 
Frsxer, the Scotch engineer, who, like all 
hie countrymen, had been holding his 
trump card in reserve. He knew the 
Sarah waa built with a water-tight bulk 



coal bunkers, and lie proposed to cut 
through the deck above that bulkhead 
and drown tbe tire.
